to civilization. Travel aud trade de- 
pended entirely upon him and he did 
his work well. The natural ‘instinet 
of the white man towards sport could 
only .result in the development of 
dog team racing and the interest in 
the sport has spread until no winter 
‘carnival in Canada or the’ Northern 
States is complete without at least 
ove dog race, 

The . Eastern International 
Derby held in the ancient city of 
Quebec. recently was a curious in- 
stance -of the fascination this sport 
has for all kinds and conditions of 
men. Never since the days of the 
war were there gathered on 
streets of that city such crowds as 
were there to see the dogs start and 
finish, and the dramatic incidents of 
the tace were followed by. crowds 
around the bulletin boards of the city 
as reports came in by telephone from 
various pointe along the route of the 
race, The race was run in three 
heats, the distance averaging 43 miles 
pm cach day which was by no means

the prize from Mayor Samson. 


a hard day's work for the dogs. «The 
total distance run was 131 miles and 
the running time, taken by the win- 
ning team was 15,50 hours. The 
race was won by Jean Lebell and-his 
five dogs, a (ean belouging to the 
Brown Corporation of Quehee, and 
one that earns its livelihood by carry- 
ing mails and supplies into the com- 
panies northeri camps. § 

That is the bare story of the race, 
easily ‘enough told, but it is not so 
easy to tell of the tremendous itter- 
est taken in the race by the people of 
Quebec and the hundreds of visitors 
who had come from all over Canada 
and the United States to witness it. 
The Grande Allée, Quebec's show 
Street, was every day lined. with 
thousands of people to sce the dogs 
start and finish, and if half the pro- 
niises made are lived up to, another 
year will see hundreds of dog teams 
owned and trained by Quebee's citi 
zens, purely for the love of the game. 

Jean Lebell, the’ winner, had un- 
cdotbtedly the best team for that kind 
of a race.. Only .one term could ex- 
.actly describe them—they were mon- 
grels, and there’s much to be said 
for the mongrel If the breeds that 
make up his varied parentage are of 
the right sort!@ Jean Lebell's dogs 
were largely Great Danes, but here 
and thefe, there seemed to be’ a 
touch of the’ hound or'even of the 
greyhound in them, and that may ac- 
count for their speed. The one Unit 
ed States entry in the race was. a 
magnificent team of huskies that 
owned Labrador as their original 
home. They were beautiful dogs, 
but they were not in good shape, or 
perhaps the story of the race might 
have been different. 

On each one of the three racing 
days the dogs came from the stables 
fresh and eager for the run, They set 
out on the course at ten minute inter- 
vals, and as each team shot away 
from the starting point it was given 
a splendid cunialt ® The finishes 
Were much more excising, and that of 


the dastdaf was particularly so. On 
the first two days Lebell had finished 
first, although others of the - eight 
competing teams had started alcad 
of him. On the final heat he started 
last, and would have finished first 
but for an unfortunate accident, 

Another Brown Corporation team, 
driven by Jim Skeene was the firs 
to appear, It had started second, but 
passed the. first carly in the race, 
and Lebell folowed about one minute 
behind. All through the series Le- 
bell had saved his dogs by ‘taking 
them out of the harness alternately 
and giving them a rest in the sleigh, 
He Thad made a bet that he would for 
the third time” be the first in’ the 
stable. When about four miles from 
the finish and going strong one of his 
dogs suffered a cut foot. There was 
hard going sahead if that bet was to 
be won, but Lebell never. flinched, 
The dog came out of the harness, his 
foot was bound up and, wrapped in 
Lebell’s coat, he finished the rest of 
the journey in the sleigh, and if ever 
a. dog looked ashamed of himself 
his comrades pulled to victory, that 
dog was the one ‘While Skeene 
beat Lebell the finishing post, 
Lebel] managed to get into the stable 
first, angl so won his bet 3 

Lebe!! is a French-Canadian 
a fine war record. He and his, 
are inseparable chums; and 
comes to endurance, the man is about 
as good as the dogs. He finished 
the race running beside his team aid 
doing a good share af the pulling 
ou.the sleigh. He is to-day the hero 
of Quebec and the $1,000 prize and 
silver cup, which. he won, is but a’ 
small part of the glory that fell. to 
him,

The Meat 
and Canned. Food Act, which is: ad- 
mninistered> by his Division, — gives 
authority to ifspect raw materials and 
to supervise the processés employed in 
canning all food products’ intended for 
export or for shipment from one pro- 
vince to. another, This officer is auth- 
ority for the statement that there are 
n6 fewer than 350 jam, pickle and can- 
ning establishments under such sup- 
ervision in this country at the present 
time, without taking into account con 
densed ‘and evaporated milk. plants, 
apple evaporators and meat * packing 


The inspection maintained is most 
thorough, covering every phase of the 
work, Every care is taken to make it 
certain that nothing . but a sound, 
wholesome product, produced under 
sanitary conditions, is offered for con- 
sumption, : 

It is true, as Dr, Baines points out, 
that certain of the.smaller plants, the 
products of which’ are sold locally, do 
not come under the purview of the 
Dominion inspectors. Therefore, the 
safe-guarding of the consumer's — in- 
terest in these cases is in the hands: of 
the local authorities, : 

The protection of the consumer 
against —unwholesome canned. foods 
under the Meat and Canned Foods 
Act dé&s not end withthe inspection 
of establishments im Canada. where 
meats, fruits and vegetables are can- 
nned: or preserved: To — surpervise 
Canadian products and to adm ify for- 
eign products without requiring that 
they conform to similar standards 
would not only be unfair to the local_ia 
dustry, but would fail to safeguard a 
possible source of danger from the 
health point of view, All imports of the 
above named products are, therefore, 
subjected to rigid _ examiriation, ‘This 
examination is of a chemical and bac- 
teriologicat nature. No longer is ‘the 
foreign manufacture allowed to supply 
our market with peas, for example, 
‘which have been rendered attractively 
green by the addition of sulphate™ of 
copper. The use of such harmful sub- 
,Stances is not permitted in Canadian 
establishments nor are goods in which 
such materials are detected permitted 
fo enter, ; 

In discussing certain aspects of the 


i Meat and Canned Foods Act, the officer 


in charge of the work recently made 
the statement that ptomaine: poisoning 
so called, never occurs from consuming 
canned fruits, vegetables, and meats 
that are manufactured from sound raw 
materials, under strict sanitary con- 
ditions, and properly sterilized. 

It is explained ‘that*in the process 
of sterilization all injurious organisms 
are destroyed, and unless they are re- 
introduced, as is sometimes the case 
when a can of food remains unconsum- 
ed for some time after it is opened, 
such goods may be used with absolute 
confidence. His pronouncement in this 
respect is substantiated by a number 
of authorities. From Harvard UWni- 
versity, for example comes the state- 
ment that. canned foods put up under 
proper supervision are among the 
safest foods that come to the table.

The imple- 
ment is hauled by a team. of horses, 
In operation, — the mechanism 
automatically picks up the shocks of 
grain or hay which lie in its path and 
deposits them on the rack wagon which 
in driven alongside.

The plants may be set out singly 


and: four ft. between the rows, or they 
may be set out in groups of, four one 
each corner’ of a square of two feet 
sides.. Set the plants a little deeper 
than they were growing in the boxes, 
press the soil firmly, care being taken 
to damage the’ roots as little as 

possible.’ 

In the single rows place a stake 
about three inches away from each 


plant for tying ‘to, tor thise planted 


in squares place one stake to. each 
plant on the inside of the square, lean- 
ing toward the centre and tie the four 
tops together. Willow saplings about 
five feet long and one inch in diameter 
are: plentiful and make good stakes. 

When the weather is dry give each 
‘plant a good watering, roots only, and 
keep the rake and hoe going as much 
as. possible to conserve the moisture 
and keep down weéds. As the roots 
come close to the surface shallow cul- 
tivation ig best.’ A aa 

As soon as the flowers are open go 
over the plants daily about noon and 
give each plant a slight shake to dis- | 
tribute the pollen and ensure a good 
set of fruit. 

Spread a’ mulch of well rotted man- 
ureure all round the’ plants three or 
four. inches at“intervals of say, two 
weeks, give each plant a light dress- 
ing $f nitrate of soda when the fruit 
is well formed—about an ounce to 
‘four plants. If you cannot get nitrate 
of. soda, water with liquid manure 
when the plant is ‘set does just ‘as 
well. 

When the plants have reached an 
height, say of about three and an half 
feet,, pinch out the top shoot which 
will check the growth, and throw more 
strength into the fruit, helping it to 
ripen earlier. 

Seeds started in a hot bed require 
similiar treatment to the foregoing. 


Last year from 84 plants grown by 
the author, as above suggested, no less 
than 865 lbs of fruit were picked, an 
average of four and a quarter pound 
of frujt per plant. Of the 865 pounds 
of tomatoes, 122 was fine ripe fruit, 
weighing from four to fifteen iunces |, 
each; whilst the balance, 2438 i 
were green tomatoes, 

Owing to the very dry and windy 
weather in -the atter part of June, 
about fifty per cent of the blooms did 
not set, so that the above figures re- 
present only a half-crop. With bet- 
ter protection much of this loss would 
have been averted. The’ ground oc- 
cupied by these 84 plants did not ex- 
ceed dhe-thirtieth of an acre. The 
market value of the fruit raised was 
$24.35,
